Conference Held Busy Session Yester- 
day and Adjourned To Meet in 
Griffin, Ga., Next Year. 


Many WBeports Read 
and Received. 


Just before the adjournment of the 
Methodist conference yesterday afternoon 
a resolution was introduced by several 
members of the body which condemned 
the use of tobacco by ministers. The 
resolution etated that “Methodist preach- 
ers should wash their mouths,’ and that 
they should not poHute the atmosphere 
with the vile odor of the burning weed, 
but for scientific and moral reasons set a 
better example to other persons. 

The resolution was baid upon the ta- 
ble. 

The last session of the conference was a 
very busy one. The time was taken up 
with the hearing of reports from the va- 
rious boards and committees, and from 
the statistical secretary of the confer- 
ence. 

The folowing report from Rev. H. R. 
Davies, statistical secretary, one of the 
most important reports that ils masie be- 
fore the confererice, showed that wonder- 
ful progress had been made in all lines 
by the Methodist church in north Geor- 
gia during the year just past:

ON APPOINTMENTS 


Justices of Florida Seirunt Court. To 
Be Confirmed, 


ENDING OF SESSION DATE 


Governor Jennings Names Judges 
Subject to Approval of Senate, 
Which Body Will Deter- 
mine Length of Terms 
of Their Offices.

Tallahassee, Fla., November 2%.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Much misapprehension, due to Iig- 
norance of the legal provisions applicable 
to the situation, prevails in this state 
over the fact that the commissions issued 
by Governor Jennings last week to. the 
newly appointed justices of the supreme 
court authorize them to serve only ‘until 
the end of the next ensuing session of the 
senate, unless an appointment be sooner 
made and confirmed or conserted to by 
the senate.”’ 

The governor is desirous that his ac- 
tion in this matter be clearly explained 
by some paper of wide circulation, and 
today went over the authorities with The 
Constitution's representative, and the law 
is as follows: 

The constitutional amendment ratified 
at the recent election, among other things, 
provides that, “Upon ratification of this 
amendment to the constitution, the gov- 
ernor, by and with the consent of the 
senate, shall appoint three more justices 
of the supreme court, each of whom shall 
have the same powers and shall receive 
the same compensations ag each of the 
other justices of the supreme court, and 
each of the justices so appointed shall 
hold office until 
the first Monday in June, tn the year 196, 
and may further hold office until his suc- 
cessor shall be elected and qualified, if 
it shall be so provided by law. For the 
year 196 and for the subsequent years 
the legislature may provide by law for 
the election of such number of justices 
of the supreme court as it may determine, 
and prescribe their terms of office, not 
to exceed six vears; provided, tnat the 
number of justices of the supreme court 
holding office at the same time shall not 
be Jess than three and shal! not be great- 
er than six: and provided that no justice 
of'the. supreme court can by such an act 
of the legislature be deprived of his office 
during the term for which he was elected.” 

It was generally believed that, under 
this provision, the additional justices 
would be commissioned until June, 1906. 
But there are directory statutes and de- 
cisions of the supreme court which con- 
trol the action of the governor in the 
premises.

moving to quash the indictments, alleging 
tlfe jury list was revised with partiality 
to discriminate against negroes, and pre- 
sented an affidavit by the defendant that 
it was the purpose of the officers in select- 
ing juries to discriminate. against ne- 
groes. 

The superior court judge held that he 
was powerless to quash, overruled the 
motion and the negra was convicted. 

The supreme court, granting a new 
trial, says the judge below was in error; 
that the matter in the affidavit should 
Have been inquired into; that the question 
was whether in the selection of jurors to 
indict or try him all persons of his race 
or color were to be excluded by baw sole- 
ly because of their race or color, 80 that 
by no possibility can any negro sit on the 
jury. The opinion cites a United States 
supreme court opinion that the alleged 
discrimination violates the fourteenth 
amendment to the United States constitu- 


tion.

CTY HUSPITALS 

Une Hundred and Twenty io 
Viclims Cared-for at Havana 


Many of Those Wounded Not Taken 
to the Hospitals — Knives In- 
flicted Majority of Wounds. 
Efforts Making To Set- 
tle the Strike. 


Havana, November 2%.—It has devei- 
oped that more persons were wounded in 
the riots in front of the palace yesterday 
than at first reported. 

Returns show that 120 persons are be- 
ing cared for in the hospitals and many 
of those injured were not faken to the 
hospitals. Sixteen of those in the hos- 
pitals are suffering from bullet wounds, 
while the others were either knifed or 
clubbed, 

Two strikers and one fireman were 
killed today as the result of a collision 
between a fire engine and an electric 
car. 

The street cars are running today with- 
out Interruption. No further disturbance 
has been reported, 

A strong show of armed force made 
by the rural guard in the suburbs of 
Havana quieted the riotous feeling of the 
strikers. . The police are now searching 
all suspicious persons and strikers who 
congregate in the streets are immediately 
dispersed. The strike, however, remains 
general so far as the trades peopl are 
concerned. No bread or meat can be 
bought and both ice plants are closed, 
which has caused much food to b¢ 
spoiled. 

There were indications, however, that 
there will be a break in the general strik> 
teday. Several of the baker shops opened 
during the morning and most of thu 
bakers resumed work, though the central 
ccmmittee of the strikers was unyielding 
in its determination to continue the 
strike. Work along the water front was 
completely suspended. The mayor has 
issued another, edict calling on the strik- 
ers to preserve order and remain in their 
homes. 

Coaches and omnibuses began running 
at noon. The managers of the Commer- 
cial Tobacco Company are confident that 
the strike will end tomorrow or Thurs- 
day. 

The veterans appointed a cornmittee 
‘with General Gomez as chairman to wait 
on cigar manufacturers and try to ar- 
range a peaceful settlement of the strike. 
This cémn.ittee will afterwards meet the 
strikers’ committee if the latter will con- 


sent. + 

Tne Central Labor Union ‘tonight de- 
cided to call off the strike, and commit- 
tees were app?inted to inform the various 
unions of this decision. There probatly 
will be a complete resumption of work 
temorrow. 

Much of the credit for the tbettlement 
of the strike is due to @eneral Gomez, 
who headed the committee which con- 
sulted today the officials of the Havana 
Commercial Company against whom the 
strike was first directed.

Not only so, but. courts have held 
that a failure to provide for their as- 
sessment and taxation may become 
the basis for mandamus to the authori- 
ties, on the petition of other tax- 
payers, to enfarce such assessment 
and taxation. | 

The idea that a franchise is purely 
a gratuity, a privilege granted wholly 
upon the idea that its use will inure 
te public convenience, and convenience 
is a sufficieAt quid pro quo for: the 
grant, is obsolete. No reputable court 
in America will discount itself by sugh 
an attitude.in this day. 

The correlative idea that a franchise 
that has not become by operation a 
part of the necessary machinery of the 
corporation’s physical performances, 
is yet inchoate and indeterminable as 
to value, has also been labeled by the 
courts as functus officio in the argu- 
ment against franchise taxation. 

Franchises unattached to physical 
plants are dealt in openly in the mar- 
kets. of legislation and business ex- 
ploitation. They have values as easily 
calculable in dollars and cents as real 
estate or any other form of property. 
Indeed, with many public utility cor- 
porations the chiefest value of their 
existence rests in their franchises 
which give them the right.to the pub- 
lic highways. 

For instance, the proved statistics 
of, tralley lines in the leading cities of 
this country show that most of them 
certainly earn 10 per centum net per 
annum, after all fixed and operating 
and betterment charges are deducted. 
In other words, in almost any city a 
well located trolley line wil] surely 
maintain itself and return to the own- 
ers not only interest, but dividerds 
equal to the full value of the road in 
ten years at the furthest. ‘ 

Steam raMways and many other in- 
dustrial franchises are equally profita- 
ble -and the states of the union have 
Swung into almost solid line for their 
taxation... Such taxation has enabled 
New York and Ohio both to practically 
abolish the tax levy upon the common 
property of the people of those states. 

It is no more than simple justice to 
the average tax-payers of the state 
that the public utility corporations 
doing busiaess upon the sovereign 
favor and converting that grace into 
gold for generations should bear their 
due share of the expenses of the gOvV- 
ernment. All the powers of the gov- 
ernment are used by them even more 
liberally than they are by any private 
{ax-Dayer and hence there can be 
found no valid reason why they should 
not pay on all their property, incor- 
poreal as well as physical, the taxes 
the state needs for executive, legisia- 
tive and judicial purposes.

Is it a token that they are un- 
fit to administer large specific gifts for 
scientific .and ‘experimental purposes? , 
Why should it be regarded a waste 
of money’ to supply the means to a 
southern collé®e to pursue certain 
lines of investigation, when we have 
here in the south problems in biology, 
ethics, sociology, ethnology, agricul- 
ture and medical exploitation unique 
to this region alone and which can be 
better studied and determitied in the 
environment than from outside of it? 

This is a question which some of our 
cxpert educators ought to tackle with 
vim and put before the rich southern- 
ers in the east in a sensible and sym- 
pathy-exciting fashion.

General Tax Bill, with the Franchise 
Feature, Was Completed at a 
Meeting Yesterday, and 
Will Be Submitted to 
the House Today. 


The ways and means committee of the 
house, of which Mr. Reid, of Campbell, 
is chairman, yesterday fixed the limit 
of the tax rate for 19 at 5 milis.

This limit, over which the 
governor and compfroller general, in fix- 
ing the rate cannot go, 18 .2 mills below 
that fixed for last year. 
During the meeting the committee com- 
pleted the general tax bill and the chair- 
man was instructed to submit it to the 
house today with the request that 200 
copies be printed for the use of the mem- 
bers. The bill will come up for consider- 
ation by the house as early as practicable 
and the indications sre that it will be 
disposed of with all possible speed. A 
feature of the measure is the section 
which subjects franchises to the same 
tax as that appiied to other property of 
companies opefating under such grants. 
Franchise Tax Feature. 
This amendment was offered by Mr. 
Cardler, of DeKalb, and is as follows: 
“Every ‘special franchise’ owned, used, 
enjoyed or neld in tnis state by any per- 
60n or persons, joint stock association, 
copartnership, corporation or company is 
hereby declared to be property subject to 
ad valorem taxation and shall be return- 
ed for taxation, state, county and munich 
pal as personal property to the proper au- 
thorities. The term ‘special franchise’ as 
used in this act, shal) include every right 
and privilege granted: to any person or 
persons, joint stock association, copart- 
nership, corporation or company, by the 
state or its authority or YY any county 
officer or officers, or any miu- 
nicipality or municipal  atithorities, 
for the exercisé of the power of emi-- 
nent domain or for the use of any public 
highway or street or any part. thereof, 
either above or on or below the surface, 
within the state of Georgia. And every 
special right granted by charter, resolu- 
tion, by law, statue or otherwise for the 
exercise of any public service, such as the 
construction and operation of railroads of 
any kind, for’ the conveying or transport- 
ing of passengers or ights, the con- 
struction or operation ©r any plant or 
plants for the distribution and sale of gas, 
water, electric light or power, steam heat, 
refrigerated air or other substances or 
elements by means of wires, pipes or con- 
duits made or laid or constructed, on, un- 
der or above or along any public street, 
alley or highway, or for the construction 
or operation of any telegraph or telephone 
lines on, under oryabove or along any 
public street, alley “or highway, and be- 
longing to the p ple of the state or any 
political division’ thereof; all rights and 
privileges to’ construct, maintain or oper- 
ate toll roads or toll bridges or toll fer- 
ries, and every other like public function 
dependent upon the grant of public pow-* 
erg or privileges, or for the use or enjoy- 
ment of any public property or utility.’ 
One change made by the committee in 
the general tax act at the meeting yes- 
terday was to require a tax of $20 a 
year of all manufacturers of sirups sold 
to soda water fountains. This affects 
manufacturers in the state. An addi- 
tional stipulation was that bottling works 
and wholesale dealers in bottled soft bev- 
erages should pay a yearly ‘tax of $50 
each. 


To Tax Slot Machines. 


Another change was to require a yearly 
tax of $2.50 each: on slot machines that 
are loaded with articles of food, while 
other slot machines will be taxed $5 each, 
except that those persons operating such 
machines will not have to pay a tax in 
excess of $50 a year. 

The committee also made a favorable 
report on the bill by Mr. Reid, of Camp- 
bell, to-fix a charter tax of one-twen- 
tieth of 1 per cent of the capital stock 
of all companies chartered by the state 
hereafter. This is known as an organiza- 
tion tax, and will not affect any existing 
corporation, but only those- which may 
be.chartered in the future after the bill 
becomes a law should it be rr by 
the es assembly.

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INSURANCE RATE ON WHISKEY. 


Distillers Threaten To Organize Com- 


pany if Rate Is Not Reduced. 

Louisville, Ky., November 25.—Unless 
the Kentucky and Tennessee board of 
fire underwriters agree to grant a reduc- 
tion in the rate of insurance on whisky 
and distillery property, the Kentucky 
Distillers’ Assoctation will form a mutual 
insurance company to take over the dis- 
tilling risks. 

This decision was reached at a meeting 
here today of the Kentucky Distillers’ 
Association, and a number of distillers of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Maryland. 

A committee, headed by J. B. Thomp- 
son, president of the Kentucky associa- 
tion, was chosen to formulate plans for 
the new company, but the final decision in 
the matter will be -withheld until an an- 
Swer is given by the fire insurance men 
to the plea for lower rates made by the 
whisky men, before; the board of under- 
writers last week. * —

In the Presence of German 
Emperor Herr Krupp Is 
Interred, 


Essen, Prussia, November 2% —In the 
presence of Emperor William and a great 
assemblage the funeral of Herr Krupp 
took lace here today. Emperor Wil- 
liam’s attendance was designed to show 
his disbelief of the accusations that 
caused the gunmaker’s death and a 
statement was issued to the effect that 
the emperor was indignant at the cruelty 
and malice of the social democratic 
charges. He is said to have personally 
expressed his feelings to the Rev. Mr. 
Klingemann, who delivered the first of the 
funeral orations. ; 

‘As a mark Of respect’ to” Herr RKrufp's 
memory the city was hung in black and 
the street lamps were alight and hooded 
with crepe. 

At the cemetery as the coffin was low- 
ered into the’ vault beside that of the 
deceased father, Emperor William. sa- 
luted and a great chorus of workmen’s 
singing societies chant>d a requiem. 

Then followed two funeral orations. 
The Rev. Kliingemann, superintendent of 
the synod, the highest ecclesiastic of the 
state church in the province, said: 

“Friederich Alfred Krupp was a good 
man. The heritage of a good name fell 
into good hands. He was of unusual pu- 
rity of heart and simplicit? and amiabil- 
ity of disposition and had fine moral 
feelings.’’ 

The clergyman also. detailed Herr 
Krupp’s good works in: behalf of his em- 
ployees, of the city and of the fatherland, 
and continued: ) 

“Emperor William's decision to attend 
the funeral pleases everybody, for he 
honors the memory of the man who 
passed away in a truly Christian spbtrit. 
Herr Krupp’s last words, after bidding 
farewell to his family, were: 

‘'*? depart without ill ‘will. or bitter- 
ness. I depart in ace wi men, 
even with those who ‘treated me the 
worst.’ ”’ 

Managing Director Roettger, referring 
to the charges against Herr Krupp, said 
he thanked the emperor for his presence 
at the furerel, adding that it would “be a 
shame if a German could be found who 
was influerced by the baSe inventions of 


foreizners.” | : 
After the burial Emperor William 
talked with the Rev. Mr. Kiingemann, 


expressing the hope that all of Herr 
Kruvp’s benevclent enterprises would be 
continued. 

Emperor William’s wreath of orchids, 
xfvlets and palms occupied the place at 
the head of the coffin. 


MONSTER CANNON IS SHIPPED. 


Shoots Projectile Weighing Over a 
Ton the Distance of 21 Miles. 

Albany, N. Y.. November 2.—The big 
16-inch coast defense gun which was 
manufactured at the Watervliet arsenal, 
was shipped today on the Merritt-Chap- 
man Company’s largest barge to the San- 
dy Hook proving grounds and will reach 
there some time Friday. The largest 
crane in the world had to be pressed into 
service to load the gun on the barge on 
which it is being transported down tne 
Hudson river. 

Under the direction of Colonel Farley, 
commandant at the arsenal, the gun was 
loaded on a specially constructed car, 
weighing 34,370 pounds, and slowly moved 
to the arsenal dock, where, by means 
of the crane and a mammoth derrick, it 
swung on to the barge. 

The following are the dimensions of 
{@is great weapon of coast defense: 
Length over all, 49 feet 2.9 inches; diam- 
eter at breech, 5 feet; bore, 16 inches. Lis 
construction was begun May 14, 1898, and 
it was finished June 12, 1902.

The Georgia-Auburn game is always a 
great event, as the long standing rivairy 
of the two colleges has given it a prom- 
inence not enjoyed by any other game 
played in the south. The game today is 
expected to be the greatest ever played 
between the two teams, for never before 
have they been so evenly matched. 

Thanksgiving day ten years ago Georgia 
and Auburn met in their first game in 
Atlanta. With the exception of two years 
when games were prevented, the game 
has been repeated every year, and each 
year with increasing interest. 

Record of Past Years. 

Eight games have been played in all. 
Twice Georgia has won, four times vic- 
tory has gone to the sturdy Alabamans, 
and twice the two teams have played each 
other to a standstill. :
